Upon  motion  made  by  Weston  P.  Lord,  voted 
that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2400  for 
to^vTi  highways. 

Upon  motion  made  by  Frank  E.  Garvin,  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,800.  The  same  to  be  used  as 
a  continuation  of  the  permanent  im])rovemont  fund  for  th" 
continuation  of  work  started  last  year.  Money  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  supervision  of  tlie  Board  of  Selectmen,  as 
per  vote  taken  March  8,  1932.

The  new  hardwood  floor  at  South  Dunbarton.  and  new 
seats  and  desks  at  Montalona,  are  the  improvements  of 
Avhich  we  are  proud  this  year. 

The  Page's  Corner  school,  given  tem])orary  approval  for 
a  small  group  of  pupils  by  the  State  Board,  needs  remodeling 
if  it  is  to  be  made  suitable  for  the  larger  class  now  attend- 
ing there.  This  building  is  of  brick,  and  adding  or  moving 
windows  will  be  an  expensive  Job. 

Last  year,  in  my  report,  I  suggested  that  some  day  a  two- 
room  school  might  be  established  at  the  Centre.  Pupils 
from  Page's  Corner  and  the  Waite  district  could  all  be 
brought  to  this  school.  I  would  suggest  that  this  plan  be 
brought  before  the  district  for  a  vote  at  the  coming  school 
meeting.  It  seems  likely  that  the  cost  of  labor  and  part  of 
the  cost  of  materials  for  the  building  may  be  assumed  by 
the  Civil  Works  Administration,  and  in  case  they  are  willing 
to  take  care  of  such  cost,  I  believe  we  should  accept  the 
offer.  The  work  to  be  done  would  involve  the  building  of  an 
extension  on  the  present  Centre  school,  locating  the  toilets 
near  the  center  of  the  building,  and  providing  a  storage 
space  for  fuel. 

I  feel  certain  that  once  we  experience  the  benefit  of  hav- 
ing the  pupils  separated  into  a  primary  and  a  grammar 
room,  with  a  teacher  for  each  group,  we  shall  not  be  sorry 
that  the  change  was  made. 

Health  of  School  Children 

For  several  years,  little  or  no  mention  of  this  subject  has 
been  made  in  these  annual  reports.  Miss  Walker,  our  school 
nurse,  makes  a  yearly  examination  as  part  of  her  routine 
duties.  Many  defects  of  eyes,  teeth,  etc.,  are  corrected.  Milk 
provided  by  the  Federal  Government  is  a  helpful  factor  in 
building  strong  bodies  for  our  children.  Eecently  an  audio- 
meter test  was  given  in  all  the  schools.  This  is  an  accurate 
method  of  determining  how  well  a  child  can  hear.     A  few 
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defective  ears  were  found,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  cor- 
rect these  wherever  possible. 

Adult  Education 

As  part  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  program,  unem- 
ploj-ed  teachers  are  being  given  work  this  winter  teaching  in 
the  evening  those  who  have  left  school.  In  Dunbarton  this 
instruction  is  taking  the  form  of  an  old-fashioned  singing 
school,  where  all  may  receive  help  in  the  elements  of  note- 
reading,  and  also  have  a  good  time  singing  together. 

Our  Eeorganized  Supervisory  Union 

In  accordance  with  an  economy  measure  enacted  into  law 

at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Court,  the  school  districts 
of  the  State  were  rearranged  for  purposes  of  school  super- 
vision into  larger  unions,  in  order  to  dispense  with  the  serv- 
ices of  five  superintendents.  The  schools  of  Weare  were 
taken  from  this  union,  and  three  more  districts  to  the  north 
were  added.  This  union,  known  as  No.  26,  now  comprises 
Hopkinton,  Henniker,  Dunbarton,  Bradford,  Xewbury  and 
Sutton. 

Conclusion 

We  of  the  schools  are  appreciative  for  the  helpful  criti- 
cisms, the  willing  cooperation,  and  the  pleasant  associations 
enjoyed  in  Dunbarton  during  the  past  year.
